8. To see what action the town will take towards furnishing 
scenery and furniture for the stage and platform in the town hall, 
and raise the money therefor.

To the tax-payers of Goffstown : 


In making the annual report of the receipts and expenditures 
of the prudential affairs of the town for the fiscal year ending 
February 24, 1890, we desire. to say that we have unavoidably 
increased the debt of the town for several reasons. First, a large 
amount of 1889 road bills were presented for payment; also an 
expenditure of almost eleven hundred dollars for school books ; 
the salary of both school boards for two years ; building the new 
street near S. M. Christie’s at an expense of about one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, which was laid out in 1889; and, as you 
will see in the report on the expenditure on highways and 
bridges, they are unusually large on account of the uncommon 
amount of rain, which in many places made it necessary to 
expend an extra amount of money to make them reasonably safe 
to accommodate the business of the public; also the extra ex- 
penditure on account of infectious diseases of horses, and of that 
much dreaded{disease of cows, — tuberculosis. 

We thought that some explanation of the following report 
might be of interest to you, that you might be better qualified to 
comprehend the financial expenditures of the town, which we 
respectfully submit.

BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE INDEPEN-- 


DENT DISTRICT. 


To the Board of Education of the Town of Goffstown : 


In compliance with the statute we submit our report of the 
schools in the independent district. Each of the schools has 
had thirty-two weeks of schooling, except the primary, that was 
opened with the fall term and has had twenty-one weeks. The 
whole number of scholars attending during the year has been rgr.

The crowded condition of the two lower rooms in the spring 
term led the district to fit up the unfinished room in the build- 
ing, and with the opening of the fall term a new school was estab- 
lished. There has been no change in the corps of teachers. Mr. 
Pearse has had charge of the school as principal seven terms and has 
given good satisfaction. Miss Cynthia Worthley has completed 
her twenty-ninth term of service here and we do not hear of 
any parent or scholar who wants hertoleave. Her long service is 
a sufficient recommendation. Miss Alice Lull and Miss M. E. 
McLane have taught in the school six terms each, and each term 
with increasing success. Miss Mary A. Warren has had the 
charge of the new school. Miss Warren was a former pupil in 
our school, and after graduating from the high school took a two 
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-years’ course in the State Normal School. She is proving her- 
self an excellent teacher. We think her success as an inexperi- 
enced teacher due in no small degree to the instruction of the 
normal school. 

It is a pleasure to us to commend our teachers. ‘They have 
been earnest and faithful. It has been our policy to sustain and 
help them. “We have encouraged them to seek for and adopt the 
best methods of instruction, and have cheerfully granted them 
the opportunity to attend the teachers’ institutes and the state 
teachers’ association, and we think their better school work fully 
justifies the course pursued. 

Miss Grant has continued her instruction in vocal music with 
gratifying success. Omiting the high school, she has given a 
weekly lesson in each of the other schools. She has received 
the hearty co-operation of the teachers and with the assistance 
they are now able to give the progress is quite satisfactory. 

A part of the time heretofore given to penmanship has during 
the past term been devoted to drawing. ‘The work was new to 
some of the teachers, and they have all sought to qualify them- 
selves for it, and have entered cheerfully into the arrangement 
and have accomplished as good results as could reasonably be 
expected. 

It has been the custom to give the school a recess of fifteen 
minutes each half-day, and this time was generally spent by the 
scholars out of doors in noisy and sometimes rough play. ‘This 
exposed them to sudden changes and resulted in frequent colds. 
In place of this out-door recess during the winter term, the win- 
dows of the schoolroom have been thrown open and the scholars 
exercised in the room for five minutes and the school closed ten 
minutes earlier. The plan has worked well; better order has 
prevailed, there has been less sickness, and those living at a dis- 
tance have had more time to go to their homes at noon. A few 
complaints have.been made, but the occasion for them was excep- 
tional and we think may be hereafter avoided. 

The system of free text-books is a great help to the school and 
a great relief to many a poor man. ‘There has been a little fric- 
tion in its introduction, arising principally from the fact that 
under the law independent districts were dependent on the town 
board of education for their supphes. ‘This unavoidably caused 
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delay and unnecessarily complicated the matter. We thank yow 
for the readiness you have ever manifested to meet our require- 
ments, and hope that by a change in the law empowering each 


district to procure and pay for its own books and supplies you 


may be relieved of this work. The books and supplies furnished 
have been carefully and prudently used as a rule, but a few of the 
books have been unnecessarily injured and will be paid for when 
the price is given to us. We would request that each delivery of 
books be accompanied by a price-list. 

A year ago the school gave an entertainment and from the 
funds obtained it has recently purchased an encyclopedia of Eng- 
lish literature, four volumes; Brown’s Grammar of English 
Grammars ; two dictionaries; two Gem pencil sharpeners; an 
air pump and other philosophical apparatus. It also raised the 
money and purchased a flag for the school buiiding. It was 
raised on Memorial Day with very interesting exercises, consist- 
ing of patriotic songs, recitations, and addresses. 


The following is a list of studies pursued and number in each 
study : 

Arithmetic, 111 ; penmanship, 134; drawing, 148; reading, 
163; spelling, 123; geography, 84; number, 70; language, 37 ; 
grammar, 73; history, 37; physiology, 12; book-keeping, 11 ; 
algebra, 5; geometry, 4; astronomy, 12; botany, 10; vocal 
music, all in school. 

The average attendance has been 93 per cent. The best has 
been in the high school, 97 per cent; the lowest in the primary, 
git per cent; the grammar, g2 per cent; the intermediate, 94 
per cent, and the middle, 93 per cent. 

This is a better result than is sometimes attained, but we know 
of no reason why the grammar and intermediate should not 
equal the high school. ‘Their failure to do so is the result of in- 
difference or carelessness. ‘The average loss to the school is 7 per 
cent. This does not seem a large amount, but reduce it to 
whole numbers aud it looks differently. The school year is 32 
weeks, 160 days. We have 175 scholars, each entitled to 160 
days, the whole to 28,000 days. Seven per cent of this is 1,960 
days, paid for by the district and lost by the school. ‘This is not 
all; add tardinesses and dismissals, 369 of one and 167 of the 
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other. Each tardy mark means probably a half-hour, and each 
dismissal one hour, a loss of 356 hours, almost 60 days —a grand 
total of over 2,o00 days lost. Why will not parents help to 
remedy this evil? 

An examination of the register reveals the fact that in absence 
and tardiness the boys excel, while on the roll of honor and 
scholarship the girls lead. Is this a mere coincidence? ‘The 
course of study has been revised, adapting it to the text-books 
now used, and is appended hereto. 

A large number of the citizens have visited the schools, but 
too many of them delay their visit till the last day of the term. 
They would be just as welcome on an earlier day, and we think 
the change would be more helpful to the scholar and more en- 
couraging to the teacher, and quite as satisfactory to the visitor.
